The data were gathered during Spring semester of 1996. The survey questions 
were developed by the Standard Co-Chairs along with their committees and turned in to 
the Office of Institutional Development by April 1 7th. After some re-drafting of the 
questions, copies of the completed survey were placed in the mailboxes of all full-time 
and part-time faculty members on Monday, May 6th. Completed questionnaires were 
requested to be returned to the Office of Institutional Development by Friday, May 10th, 
where data entry and data analysis, using SPSS for Windows software, was carried out. 
A reminder notice was posted during the week of May 13 to 17 to encourage a greater 
response rate. 
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Sample 



Surveys were distributed to the entire population of full-time and part-time faculty 
who were on campus in Spring 1 996. Of the 69 full-time faculty listed, one was on 
sabbatical and one was in France. Surveys were not sent to either. Of the 181 adjunct 
faculty listed for Spring 1996, 178 were still teaching at the time of the survey. A total of 
245 surveys were distributed.

A total of 121 surveys were returned for an overall response rate of 49.4 percent.
